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THE  BRITANNIA  REVERSE.

IV.  Patterns  and  Progress. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  eighteenth  century  a  great  many  fine  pattern  coins  were 
struck  which  showed  Britannia  on  their  reverses.  The  halfpenny  and  farthing 
patterns  of  1788-96  by  Lewis  Pingo  are  thought  by  some  to  be  patterns  for  a  penny 
and  halfpenny  on  account  of  their  large  size.  On  the  reverses  a  facing  Britannia 
stands  between  a  globe  and  the  Union  Jack  shield  which  by  now  has  become  a 
traditional  feature  of  the  Britannia  designs.  She  holds  a  laurel  branch  in  her  right 
hand  and  a  long  staff  in  her  left  which  is  probably  intended  as  a  symbol  of  authority, 
particularly  as  it  is  held  in  front  of  the  large  globe.  Britannia  here  presents  an 
extremely  graceful  figure  with  a  willowy  quality  about  her  which  is  accentuated  by 
her  lengthy  robes  so  that  she  seems  to  be  swinging  sinuously  with  a  measured 
rhythm.  The  pose  is  far  from  original  (what  good  poses  are  ?)  but  was  a  favourite 
in  the  Classical  World.  It  was  originated  by  the  Greek  sculptor  Polyclitus;  the 
weight  of  the  body  is  taken  on  one  leg  only,  the  other  gently  bending  so  as  to  form 
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a  perfect  counterpoise,  probably  the  most  satisfying  known  to  Man.  The  Romans 
were  as  endlessly  fascinated  by  this  discovery  of  Polyclitus  as  were  the  engravers  of 
the  eighteenth  century,  in  fact  it  is  more  than  likely  that  this  figure  was  copied  from 
a  Roman  sestertius  or  constructed  from  memories  of  varied  Roman  coin  reverses 
or  antiquities  and  not  from  original  Greek  work.  Was  there  some  idea  behind  these 
patterns  to  base  the  English  copper  denominations  of  halfpenny  and  farthing  on  the 
sestertius  and  as  of  Imperial  Rome  ?  The  size  changes  seem  to  suggest  as  much. 

The  private  pattern  halfpenny  of  1788  engraved  by  John  Hancock  and  issued  by 
Moore  is  also  of  considerable  interest.  The  reverse,  bearing  no  legend,  shows 
Britannia  seated  on  a  block  of  stone  on  which  is  engraved  an  oval  Union  Jack  shield. 

A  lion’s  head  and  forepaws  (facing  front)  are  visible  to  the  right  of  the  stone. 
Britannia  this  time  carries  a  cornucopiae  while  her  right  arm  is  outstretched  towards 
a  sailing  ship.  The  design  has  a  very  attractive  bordering  of  wheat  ears.  Although 
like  all  the  other  Britannia  designs  it  owes  much  to  antiquity,  its  sentiment  is  warm 
and  human  rather  than  being  aloof  and  in  the  Grand  Manner.  We  get  no  impression  i 
of  power  or  glory  even  though  she  directs  our  gaze  to  the  big  and  powerful  ship. 
She  has  a  homely  sort  of  face  and  her  cornucopiae  is  bursting  with  all  sorts  of  in¬ 
teresting  fruits  and  harvest  plenty.  Her  drapery  is  plain,  giving  no  slick  demon¬ 
stration  of  familiarity  with  the  antique.  The  tiny  Union  Jack  on  the  stone  is  as 
an  unsophisticated  “  primitive  ”  painter  might  have  conceived  it.  Furthermore  the 
lion,  which  perhaps  was  intended  to  symbolise  latent  power,  reminds  us  more  of 
the  lion  in  the  famous  American  “primitive”  picture  by  Edward  Hicks:  “The 
Peacable  Kingdom  ”  in  the  Museum  of  Modern  Art,  New  York,  where  all  the 
normally  antagonistic  animals  have  settled  down  amicably  together.  It  is  a  great 
pity  that  this  pattern  was  never  adopted  for  currency  as  it  would  have  made  an  only 
too  welcome  change  from  the  general  run  of  high  minded  and  serious  Britannia  types. 

The  engraver  of  this  original  piece  had  been  working  for  the  celebrated  Mathew 
Boulton  at  Birmingham.  In  the  course  of  his  persistent  campaign  to  give  Britain 
a  modern  and  efficient  copper  coinage  notwithstanding  constant  and  unreasonable 
official  opposition,  Boulton  decided,  at  an  early  stage,  to  employ  the  famous  Swiss 
engraver  Jean  Droz,  who  had  been  working  in  France,  to  execute  patterns  for  sub¬ 
mission  to  the  authorities.  The  resulting  pattern  halfpennies  were  the  first  to  be 
struck  by  the  use  of  steam  power.  Their  rejection  by  the  prejudiced  mint  officials 
was  a  foregone  conclusion. 

The  Britannias  of  Droz,  as  might  have  been  expected,  had  a  distinctly  French 
flavour.  In  Peck’s  copious  Catalogue  of  Copper  Coins  in  the  British  Museum,  we 
can  not  only  derive  great  pleasure  from  looking  at  the  plates  of  these  beautiful  pieces  | 
but  thanks  to  the  survival  of  so  much  of  Droz’s  experimental  work,  we  can  study 
how  he  himself  arrived  at  his  final  choice  for  the  Britannia  composition.  We  can 
trace  the  painstaking  way  he  worked  out  what  were  the  best  emblems  of  authority 
she  might  carry,  which  arm  should  be  used  to  hold  them  and  how  the  legs  should 
be  placed  in  relation  to  the  rest  of  the  body.  Early  types  of  1788  (Peck  D.H.  1-4) 
show  Britannia  seated  left,  holding  her  spear  with  a  raised  right  hand.  This  pose 
was  to  become,  with  many  variations,  more  used  than  any  other  on  the  British 
currency.  It  is  not  difficult  to  see  the  old  “  Roma  ”  reverse  of  Nero  behind  this 
design  with  seated  Roma  holding  her  spear  out  from  her  body  with  her  right  arm. 
Britannia  is  either  heavily  robed  or  draped.  In  either  case  the  impression  of  a  very 
large  body  is  suggested  by  this  dress  and  is  obscured  by  too  elaborate  detail.  In  the 
happier  design  of  1793  (Peck  D.H.  5)  the  spear  is  back  in  the  left  hand  and  the  legs 
are  in  a  more  relaxed  position.  The  drapery  is  more  subdued  and  the  left  breast 
remains  uncovered.  Pier  youthful  freshness  is  reminiscent  of  figures  from  a  Poussin 
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painting.  She  is  altogether  more  slender  and  graceful  than  the  1788  types.  A 
great  deal  of  trial  and  error  must  have  occurred  before  Droz  was  finally  rewarded  by 
the  perfection  of  this  pattern. 

Another  rare  treasure  of  numismatic  history  is  the  seated  nude  Britannia  by 
Droz  in  the  British  Museum  collection  (Peck  D.H.  9).  This  shows  us  what  a 
stickler  Droz  was  for  absolute  accuracy  in  his  finished  work.  The  indecision  as  to 
the  position  and  purpose  of  the  right  arm  does  not  disturb  us  because  the  figure 
herself  is  such  a  small-scale  masterpiece.  The  trappings  of  legend,  design  on  the 
shield  and  drapery  are  all  satisfyingly  absent,  giving  us  a  unique  opportunity  to 
appreciate  and  understand  the  basic  components  of  the  design.  Thus,  looked  on 
solely  as  a  work  of  art,  it  is  superior  to  any  Britannia  on  a  finished  specimen  or  coin. 
The  smooth  solid  rotundities  of  the  blank  shield  and  the  globe  echo  the  smooth 
solid  form  of  Britannia’s  body.  The  figure  seems  so  unstylised  and  authentic  that 
it  is  not  unreasonable  to  suppose  it  was  first  drawn  from  life.  It  is  too  realistic  to 
exhibit  any  over-sweetness  which  was  a  characteristic  of  some  French  art  at  this  time. 

Pattern  shillings  and  sixpences  were  also  produced  by  Droz  with  further  grace¬ 
ful  variations  on  the  Britannia  theme;  a  standing  pose  was  introduced  but  over  one 
hundred  years  were  to  elapse  before  another  engraver  was  to  succeed  in  placing  a 
standing  Britannia  figure  on  a  current  British  coin. 

In  1793  Boulton  employed  Conrad  Kiichler  to  take  the  place  of  Droz,  from  whom 
he  had  been  unable  to  gain  any  new  technical  knowledge,  at  his  Soho  mint.  Droz’s 
Britannias  had  represented  the  ideal  of  beauty  for  beauty’s  sake.  Kiichler’s  on  the 
other  hand,  are  generally  symbolic  of  Britannia’s  maritime  supremacy.  In  spite  of 
this,  Kiichler  did  not  reject  the  results  of  Droz’s  meticulous  experimenting  out  of 
hand.  His  halfpence  of  1795  are  only  adaptations  of  the  Droz  reverse  but  with  a 
wide  raised  rim  and  incuse  legend.  These  last  two  features  were  designed  to  make 
the  coin  more  durable  and  more  difficult  to  forge.  In  1797  Droz’s  Britannia  was 
considerably  modified  on  a  pattern  penny.  This  type,  which  was  never  allowed  to 
become  currency,  was  another  step  forward  to  our  modern  Britannia.  It  is  even 
more  obviously  based  on  the  Roman  sestertius  type.  A  trident  has  replaced  the 
traditional  spear,  being  more  a  symbol  of  domination.  It  is  firmly  grasped  in  the 
hand  of  the  outstretched  right  arm  in  an  altogether  more  challenging  attitude  than 
before.  She  wears  a  plumed  helmet  for  enhanced  grandeur.  A  three  masted 
warship  with  gunports  visible  is  present,  a  further  obvious  symbol  and  one  which 
was  a  trademark  of  Kiichler’s  work. 

On  the  ninth  of  June,  1797,  Boulton’s  doggedness  was  at  last  rewarded  by  a 
government  contract  to  produce  a  copper  currency  consisting  of  penny  and  twopenny 
pieces.  These  heavy,  well  made  coins  are  in  complete  contrast  to  all  preceding 
issues.  They  have  the  characteristic  heavy  rim  with  its  incuse  inscription.  The 
increased  durability  which  a  rim  gave  to  a  coin  had  long  been  known  to  the  Chinese 
although  their  rimmed  coins  were  a  far  cry  from  Boulton’s.  To  people  living  in 
1797,  the  new  coins  must  have  made  Croker’s  Britannia  seem  very  old  fashioned 
indeed.  The  mood  his  neat  artifice  evoked  is  completely  rejected.  Instead  there 
is  a  harder  more  down  to  earth  figure.  Her  left  arm  is  once  more  lowered  to  her 
side  as  in  the  Roettier  type  but  her  right  arm  remains  horizontal  thus  carrying  on  the 
break  which  Croker  had  made  with  the  Roman  Britannia  prototypes.  The  position 
of  the  shield  is  changed  so  that  it  is  only  a  little  out  of  parallel  with  Britannia’s  body 
instead  of  pushing  in  against  it.  The  comma  shaped  border  of  the  shield  has  been 
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rejected  by  Kiichler,  as  it  had  been  by  Droz,  because  it  was  no  longer  necessary  to 
the  harmony  of  the  new  compositions.  For  the  first  time  on  the  currency  Britannia 
was  placed  in  her  natural  setting,  perhaps  more  naturally  portrayed  than  at  any  time 
before  or  since.  Waves  ripple  beneath  her  feet;  a  man  of  war  is  visible  on  the 
horizon  of  a  realistic  sea.  Campbell’s  lines  spring  at  once  to  mind: 

“  Britannia  needs  no  bulwarks, 

No  towers  along  the  steep; 

Her  march  is  o’er  the  mountain-waves. 

Her  home  is  on  the  deep. 

With  thunders  from  her  native  oak 
She  quells  the  floods  below — 

As  they  roar  on  the  shore. 

When  the  stormy  winds  do  blow; 

When  the  battle  rages  loud  and  long. 

And  the  stormy  winds  do  blow.”  I 

Her  limbs  are  looser  to  convey  the  impression  of  relaxation  without  which  her 
dignity  would  be  lost.  Her  head  projected  forward  on  a  swan-like  neck  is  tiny;  once 
again  the  idea  is  to  make  her  body  appear  more  powerful  and  massive. 

Kiichler’s  design  is  explored  further  on  the  copper  issues  of  1799,  1806  and  1807, 
but  remains  basically  the  same.  Union  with  Ireland  in  1801  meant  the  changing 
of  the  Union  Jack  to  its  modern  form  on  all  subsequent  issues.  Britannia’s  figure 
becomes  more  willowy  almost  snake-like.  We  are  more  conscious  of  a  bony  frame 
than  before  and  the  features  of  her  face  are  rather  severe.  The  drapery  seems  to 
hang  very  thinly  on  this  tough,  lean,  muscular  body  and  is  gathered  up  under  the 
breasts,  a  Neo-Classical  ideal  which  in  modified  form  becam.e  the  fashion  for  ladies 
in  the  early  years  of  the  nineteenth  century.  The  total  impression  received  is  one 
of  power,  the  title  of  Mistress  of  the  Seas  being  no  longer  an  unproved  boast. 

In  spite  of  her  imposing  presence  however,  there  is  a  touch  of  caricature  about 
the  Soho  Britannia  in  the  long  neck,  the  small  head  and  the  over-emphasised  rhyth¬ 
mic  bulges  of  the  enormous  thigh  muscles.  Even  more  curious  is  the  left  arm  which, 
at  first  glance,  slithers  down  the  trident  like  a  rather  unappetizing  fish.  Kiichler’s 
great  contemporary  Thomas  Rowlandson  (1756-1827)  has  left  numerous  caricature 
drawings  containing  sprawling  female  figures,  some  of  whose  arms  have  distinct 
affinity  with  this  left  arm  of  Britannia. 

The  superseding  of  Croker’s  artificial  Britannia  image  by  a  stark  unideal  but  virile 
figure  was  as  drastic  a  break  with  tradition  in  its  small  way  as  were  the  writings  of  | 
Jean  Jacques  Rousseau,  half  a  century  earlier  when  he  voiced  his  preference  for  the 
hard  virility  of  Sparta  as  opposed  to  the  cultured  refinements  of  Athens. 

From  1804  to  1811,  a  Kiichler  Britannia  found  herself  decorating  the  centre  of 
the  Bank  of  England  silver  dollar  reverses.  The  design  was  overstruck  on  Spanish 
eight  reales.  This  time  the  shield  faces  in  again  towards  Britannia  and  she  holds 
her  original  spear  instead  of  the  trident.  A  beehive  replaces  the  ship  on  the  horizon 
and  a  bountiful  cornucopiae  overflows  in  the  immediate  foreground,  a  pictorial 
reminder  to  people  that  industry  brings  its  own  copious  reward. 

Meanwhile  Britannia  continued  to  grace  the  medals  of  the  time.  Many  of  these 
are  masterpieces  of  engraving  and  extremely  well  executed  down  to  the  smallest 
details.  Commemoratives  of  Nelson’s  prowess  and  British  triumphs  in  the 
Napoleonic  wars  obviously  required  her  presence.  In  1807,  on  the  reverse  of  a 
medal  portraying  William  Wilberforce,  she  is  shown  freeing  the  slave,  the  inscription 
reading:  “  I  Have  Heard  Their  Cry.” 


STEPHEN— 1135-1154.

Henry  I  died  on  the  1st  December,  1135,  and  at  that  time  the  last  three  issues  of 
his  coins  (types  13,  14,  15)  were  in  general  circulation.  All  earlier  pennies  had 
been  withdrawn  leaving  the  coinage  in  a  reasonable  condition.  Henry  had  been 
a  thrifty  spender  and  the  treasury  was  in  good  order.  The  old  king  had  only  one 
surviving  legitimate  child,  Matilda,  wife  of  Geoffrey  of  Anjou,  and  before  his  death, 
Henry  made  the  noblemen  swear  that  Matilda  would  succeed  him.  This  they  did 
but  when  they  were  actually  faced  with  the  position,  they  were  not  at  all  happy. 
The  thought  of  a  female  sovereign  shocked  them — never  before  had  a  woman  ruled 
England. 

On  1st  December  Matilda  was  in  Anjou  and  before  she  could  organize  herself 
to  claim  the  throne  Stephen  of  Blois  and  Boulogne,  a  nephew  of  the  old  king,  came 
to  London  and  made  his  claim.  The  barons,  realizing  that  the  alternative  to  Stephen 
was  a  woman,  readily  accepted  him  and  he  was  crowned  on  the  22nd  December, 
1 135.  Stephen  was  a  man  of  courage  and  ambition,  but  unfortunately  he  was  easy¬ 
going  and  did  not  enforce  justice.  Within  three  years  the  barons  had  realized  this 
and  in  1138  or  1139  there  was  the  beginning  of  a  general  outbreak;  many  barons 
taking  it  upon  themselves  to  issue  their  own  coins.  Very  few  barons  had  the  audacity 
to  put  their  own  names  on  the  pennies  but  it  seems  probable  that  a  number  of  those 
coins  with  the  King’s  name  on  them  were  in  fact  coined  in  private  castles.  Docu¬ 
ments  of  the  time,  whilst  informative  in  many  respects,  give  little  information  on 
the  state  of  the  coinage,  and  there  are  still  many  problems  to  be  solved. 

It  w’ould  appear  that  there  were  three  general  issues  during  the  reign;  these 
being  commonl/’ known  as  “  Watford,”  “  Linton  ”  and  “Awbridge  ”  types,  after 
the  places  where  hoards  have  been  found.  These  types  are  as  follows: 


Watford  type  Linton  type 


1.  Obv.  Bust  to  right.  Rev.  Cross  Moline  with  Fleurs. 

2.  Obv.  Facing  bust.  Rev.  Cross  Voided  and  Mullets. 


Awbridge  type 


3.  Obv.  Bust  three-quarter  left.  Rev.  Cross  Voided  and  Fleurs. 
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These  coins  are  known  to  have  been  struck  by  184  moneyers  at  51  mints,  namely: 

London  (24  moneyers). 

Norwich  (17). 

Canterbury,  Lincoln,  Winchester,  York  (each  8). 

Ipswich  (6). 

Colchester,  Gloucester,  Lewes,  Southwark,  Thetford  (each  5). 

Bury  St.  Edmunds,  Chester,  Exeter,  Hastings,  Warwick,  Wilton,  Worcester 

(each  4), 

Castle  Rising,  Hereford,  Oxford,  Bristol  (each  3). 

Bramber,  Cardiff,  Durham,  Huntingdon,  Northampton,  Sandwich,  Shaftesbury, 

Shrewsbury,  Southampton,  Stamford,  Sudbury,  Watchett  (each  2). 

Bedford,  Chichester,  Corbridge,  Derby,  Dover,  Hedon,  Launceston,  Leicester, 

Nottingham,  Pembroke,  Pevensey,  Rye,  Salisbury,  Stafford,  Tamworth,  Taunton 

(each  1). 

Five  moneyers  have  yet  to  be  assigned  and  mints  thought  to  be  at  Dudley,  Newark, 
Edinburgh  and  Bamborough  are  still  doubtful.  Ecclesiastical  mints  are  known  at 
Durham,  Lincoln,  St.  Edmunds  and/or  Peterborough.  The  51  mints  compare 
with  53  of  Henry  I  most  of  which  were  in  operation  at  the  end  of  the  reign.  Eleven 
of  Henry’s  mints  are  unknown  in  Stephen’s  time;  these  are  Barnstaple,  Bath,  Carlisle, 
Christchurch,  Dorchester,  Ilchester,  Rochester,  Romney,  Totnes,  Wallingford,  and 
Wareham.  To  make  up  the  number  nine  new  mints  opened,  at  Bramber,  Cardiff, 
Castle  Rising,  Corbridge,  Hedon,  Launceston,  Rye,  Stafford  and  Watchett. 

The  British  Museum  lists  seven  types  but  some  of  these  are  so  rare  that  it  seems 
improbable  that  they  were  ever  in  general  circulation.  Type  I  is  the  most  common, 
being  well  represented  in  finds,  and  the  portrait  has  expression  and  is  quite  a  delight¬ 
ful  little  coin  when  found  in  good  condition.  In  addition  to  the  British  Museum’s 
classification  of  seven  types  there  are  many  variants.  The  reason  normally  given 
for  this  is  that  with  war  raging  and  roads  unsafe,  it  was  not  possible  for  new  dies 
to  be  sent  by  the  central  mint  in  London  at  regular  intervals,  as  had  been  the  practice 
previously.  This  is  proved  by  the  fact  that  several  east  coast  mints  issued  tj^pes 
which  differed  from  all  other  mints.  Also,  mints  like  Cardiff  went  on  striking  from 
worn  and  rusty  dies.  Most  other  mdnts  were  guilty  of  this  to  a  certain  extent,  and  a 
perfectly  struck  penny  of  any  issue  of  Stephen  is  a  very  rare  thing. 

As  mentioned  above  it  seems  probable  that  some  of  the  irregular  issues  may  not 
be  from  the  King’s  mints,  but  from  private  castles  by  magnates  who  did  not  go  so 
far  as  to  put  their  names  on  the  coins.  Some  of  these  men  may  have  been  loyal  to 
the  King  and  considered  their  action  a  service  for  which  they  were  well  rewarded. 
The  correct  weight  of  a  Stephen  penny  is  22^  grains  but  many  of  the  irregular  issues 
weigh  as  little  as  15  or  16  grains,  so  that  on  240  pennies  the  “  profit  ”  could  be  as 
much  as  ten  shillings.  Although  it  is  likely  that  without  supervision  some  of  the 
moneyers  at  up-country  mints  would  seek  to  increase  their  profits  by  the  issue  of 
coins  below  full  weight,  one  wonders  whether  they  would  have  gone  so  low  as  15 
grains.  The  King  would  not  have  punished  the  magnates  who  stood  by  him  and 
issued  coins  when  he  was  unable  to,  but  the  thought  of  the  action  which  took  place 
against  the  moneyers  in  1125  must  have  deterred  them  from  going  too  far.  The 
reign  has  much  to  interest  the  coin  collector,  especially  with  regard  to  the  baronial 
issues  which  are  unique  in  English  coinage.  Unfortunately  they  are  difficult  to 
attribute  in  many  cases,  due  partly  to  bad  workmanship  and  partly  to  over-short 
inscriptions.  From  coins  which  have  come  to  hand  it  has  been  possible  to  say  with 
some  certainty  that  the  following  issued  coins : 
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1.  Henry  of  Scotland,  Earl  of  Northumberland. 

Henry  was  the  son  of  David,  king  of  Scotland  and  had  a  mint  working  for  him  at 
Carlisle.  It  is  possible  that  he  had  other  mints  but  on  most  of  his  coins  the  mint 
town  is  illegible.  The  Earl’s  coins  are  of  type  I  and  their  attribution  is  confirmed 
by  a  copy  reading  henricvs  CO  (for  comitis).  This  copy  has  an  illegible  mint  but 
the  moneyer  is  Erebald,  who  struck  at  Carlisle  for  Henry  I. 

2.  Robert  De  Stuteville. 

De  Stuteville  was  a  Yorkshireman  and  a  commander  of  the  King’s  army  at  the 
Battle  of  the  Standard.  His  coins  show  a  horseman  brandishing  a  sword  and  are 
well  executed.  This  issue  was  first  thought  to  have  been  made  by  Robert  of 
Gloucester,  due  to  the  fact  that  the  first  known  copies  were  chipped  leaving  only 
RODBERTVS.  The  reverse  has  only  ornamental  signs  instead  of  lettering,  and  does 
not  therefore  assist.  The  striker  is  now  confirmed  by  copies  showing  the  full 
obverse  inscription  rodbertvs  de  stv. 


3.  Eustace  Fitzjohn. 

This  baron  was  also  a  Yorkshireman,  who  joined  King  David’s  forces  and  was  an 
opponent  of  De  Stuteville  at  the  Battle  of  the  Standard.  His  pence  show  a  Lion 
on  the  obverse  with  eistaohius  or  eistacii  fil  ioanis.  (The  issue  was  at  one  time 
attributed  to  Stephen’s  son,  Eustace,  who  was  known  to  have  been  in  York.  But 
the  discovery  of  a  perfect  specimen  showing  fil  ioanis  settled  the  matter).  The 
reverse  is  somewhat  simxilar  to  that  of  the  pennies  of  Robert  De  Stuteville  and  they 
were  obviously  issued  at  York. 


4.  Henry  of  Blois,  Bishop  of  Winchester. 

There  are  pennies  with  reverse  similar  to  the  York  baronial  issues  which  must  be 
attributed  to  York,  bearing  the  inscription  henricvs  episcopvs.  As  the  head  of  the 
church  at  York  at  the  beginning  of  Stephen’s  reign  was  not  named  Henry,  and  was 
an  archbishop,  these  coins  must  be  attributed,  in  the  absence  of  definite  proof,  to  the 
Bishop  of  Winchester.  It  is  difficult  to  explain  why  the  coins  were  issued  at  York, 
but  it  may  be  that  they  w'ere  copied  and  actually  struck  at  Winchester. 

5.  Robert  and  William  of  Gloucester. 

Coins  similar  in  style  to  those  of  Henry  of  Anjou  (of  whom  mention  will  be  made 
later),  bearing  the  inscription  willelmvs  or  will  cn  dvo  are  now  thought  to  belong 
to  William  of  Gloucester.  Unfortunately  the  mints  are  doubtful.  Pennies 'bearing 
the  name  rodbertvs  and  struck  at  Hereford  or  Leicester  are  thought  to  be  of 
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WTlliam’s  father.  The  origin  of  these  coins  is  not  at  all  certain  as  both  the  Glouces- 
ters  were  supporters  of  the  Angevin  Party,  and  one  would  have  thought  that  if  coins 
were  issued  by  these  men  they  would  be  in  the  names  of  either  the  Empress  Matilda 
or,  later,  her  son,  Henry  of  Anjou.  The  William  coins  could  reasonably  have  been 
issued  during  the  period  between  Robert’s  death  and  the  return  to  this  country  of 
Henry  of  Anjou  in  1149.  With  regard  to  the  Robert  pennies,  it  is  unfortunate  that 
on  all  known  copies  the  first  letter  of  the  mint  is  unreadable.  Robert  had  no  excuse 
as  his  son  had  to  issue  coins,  whilst  Robert  De  Beaumont  could  have  struck  pennies. 

If  when  a  better  specimen  is  found  Leicester  is  proved  to  be  the  mint,  then  these 
pennies  can  more  safely  be  attributed  to  De  Beaumont. 

Apart  from  sundry  other  baronial  coins  bearing  legends  br  ....  c  ....  it 
(Brian  FitzCount  ?),  com  ....  (Patrick,  Earl  of  Salisbury  ?)  and  ....  ep  ....(??  ?) 
the  issuers  of  which  are  most  doubtful;  there  were  large  numbers  of  pennies  issued 
by  the  Angevin  Party,  who  supported  the  Empress  Matilda.  From  1 139,  when  she  g 
landed  in  England,  to  the  end  of  1142,  when  she  handed  over  the  struggle  to  her  son,  I 
Henry,  the  coins  of  the  Party  had  the  inscriptions  matildis  imperatrix,  matildis 
COMITISSA  or  IMPERATRIX  Only.  They  are  all  imitations  of  type  I  of  Stephen, 
light  in  weight  and  poorly  engraved  without  the  use  of  punches.  Known  mints  are 
Bristol,  Oxford  and  Wareham,  but  other  towns  in  the  south  of  England  also  probably 
issued  the  Empress’s  coins.  After  1142  the  Party  issued  money  in  the  name  of 
Henry  of  Anjou.  This  was  a  prolific  issue  with  four  different  types,  although  all  of 
them  are  rare  today.  Three  of  the  types  are  similar  to  type  I  of  Stephen,  and  one 
type  resembles  type  XV  of  Henry  I.  The  inscriptions  are  henricvs,  henricvs  rex, 
or  REX  AN.  The  mints  are  also  all  in  the  south  and  Bristol,  Cirencester,  Devizes, 
Gloucester,  Sherborne  and  Wivelscombe  are  possible  readings.  Mention  has 
already  been  made  of  similar  coins  bearing  the  name  willelmus  or  will  cn  dvo 
and  that  these  pennies  have  been  attributed  to  William  of  Gloucester,  during  the 
period  between  his  father’s  death  and  the  arrival  in  this  country  of  Henry  of  Anjou. 
The  doubts  are  further  brought  to  mind  because  if  the  generally  accepted  sequence 
of  Henry  of  Anjou’s  four  issues  is  correct,  then  Gloucester’s  penny  copies  the  last 
issue  and  not  the  first  as  would  have  been  expected.  Henry  of  Anjou’s  first  type 
resembles  type  I  of  Stephen  on  both  sides ;  his  second  has  a  reverse  similar  to  type 
XV  of  Henry  I ;  the  third  has  cross  crosslets  in  quatrefoil  on  reverse ;  whilst  the  last 
is  similar  on  both  sides  to  the  final  type  of  Henry  I. 

There  only  remains  two  issues,  both  of  which  present  a  problem,  namely,  the 
double-figure  and  Pereric  types.  The  double-figure  type  has  a  male  and  female  i 
image  standing  and  facing  each  other,  supporting  a  tall  sceptre.  The  obverse  reads  * 
STIENE  R  or  stefid,  while  the  reverse  has  a  cross  fieury  and  saltire  with  no  legend. 
This  reverse  is  not  unlike  that  of  the  issue  of  Eustace  Fitzjohn,  and  for  this  reason 
the  pennies  are  attributed  to  York. 

The  Pereric  coins  have  always  been  a  mystery.  They  copy  type  I  of  Stephen 
and  come  from  six  mints.  It  has  been  suggested  that  Pereric  stands  for  Imperatrix 
or  Emperriz,  for  the  Empress  Matilda.  This  suggestion  does  not  seem  reasonable 
because  of  the  mints  known  to  have  struck  the  coins.  As  mentioned  above,  the 
mints  of  Matilda  and  her  son,  Henry,  are  all  in  the  south  of  England.  The  Pereric 
coins  come  from  Bristol,  Canterbury,  Lincoln,  Stamford  and  Winchester.  Another 
suggestion  is  that  the  coins  were  struck  in  December,  1135,  after  the  death  of  Henry 
and  before  the  crowning  of  the  new  king.  This  also  seems  unlikely  as  the  period  in 
question  is  only  21  days.  The  old  king’s  coins  were  in  good  condition  and  there 
would  appear  to  be  no  reason  for  such  a  hasty  change.  A  third  idea  is  that  the  issue 
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was  struck  during  the  king’s  captivity  in  1141,  but  because  of  the  fine  workmanship 
of  the  pennies  and  also  that  fact  that  some  were  found  in  hoards  thought  to  have 
been  buried  earlier  than  this  date,  this  idea  seems  improbable.  The  most  likely 
theory  is  that  the  mints  generally  continued  to  strike  from  Henry  I  dies  for  some  time. 
During  this  period  the  central  mint  may  have  issued  a  new  penny  with  bust  to  right, 
which  was  issued  to  a  few  of  the  busier  mints  pending  a  general  issue  of  new'  style 
dies  with  Stephen’s  name.  As  w’ith  all  theories  about  the  Pereric  pennies  there  is 
some  doubt.  Stamford  does  not  seem  to  fit  in,  although  it  could  have  copied  a 
coin  from  the  mint  at  Lincoln.  A  final  suggestion  is  that  two  London  moneyers  for 
reasons  unknowm  issued  these  coins  and  specimens  reached  other  mints  and  were 
copied. 

Although  there  is  still  a  lot  to  learn  about  Stephen’s  coinage  and  the  copies 
available  are,  for  the  most  part,  poor,  these  little  pennies  make  a  fascinating  study. 
Fine  specimens  are  expensive  and  not  often  offered  for  sale,  and  one  can  spend  a 
lifetime  building  a  small  collection  of  royal  and  baronial  issues.

“VICTORIA  REGINA”  MEDALS  OF  THE  1842 

AFGHAN  WAR. 

By  Alec  A.  Purves. 

As  far  as  I  can  trace,  the  first  war  medals  struck  with  the  beautiful  Wyon  head 
of  Queen  Victoria — originally  designed  for  the  medal  commemorating  the  Queen’s 
visit  to  the  Guildhall,  1837,  and  afterwards  used  so  widely  on  coins,  stamps,  and  many 
war  medals — were  those  for  the  Afghan  War  of  1842,  and  these,  unlike  all  later 
issues,  bore  the  obverse  legend,  victoria  vindex.  It  is  well  known  that  there  are 
two  errors  or  varieties  in  these  medals;  the  first  occurs  only  on  the  medal  for  Cabul, 
where  a  pattern  reverse  die  was  prepared  (now  in  the  Royal  Mint  Museum),  with 
“  CABVL,”  using  the  roman  v  for  u;  this  was  rejected  but  apparently  some  medals 
were  struck  and  are  alleged  to  have  been  issued  (Major  Gordon  states  that  15  such 
were  awarded),  but  while  the  naming — engraved  or  regimentally  impressed,  after 
issue — may  well  be  genuine,  this  has  never  been  really  satisfactorily  established. 
However,  there  is  no  evidence  to  show  that  they  were  not  genuinely  issued,  and 
being  so  similar  to  the  normal  medal,  could  well  have  passed  a  perfunctory  inspection. 

The  second  variety  is  found  in  all  the  medals  of  this  war  which  have  the  Wyon 
head  obv.^  and  consists  of  what  are  virtually  “  mules,”  with  the  second  Wyon  head 
obv.  which  is  lettered  victoria  regina.  It  is  this  die,  made  for  the  China  1842 
medal,  which  was  also  used  without  alteration  for  so  many  other  medals.  This  die 
was  prepared  after  the  vindex  die,  as  is  clear  from  documents  quoted  by  Mayo  (and 
also  from  official  sources),  but  while  both  dies  were  undoubtedly  in  use  at  about 
the  same  time,  for  striking  the  respective  medals — and  thus  one  of  the  regina  dies 
could  have  been  inserted  in  error  at  that  time — I  feel  that  it  is  much  more  likely  that 
it  was  in  fact  used  somewhat  later  for  a  “  repeat  order  ”  of  the  Afghan  War  medals, 
required  for  late  applications,  and  I  would  submit  the  following  reasons  in  support 
of  this  opinion. 

Recently  I  purchased  a  victoria  regina  example  of  the  Cabul  1842  medal,  to 
the  9th  Foot,  which  had  a  scroll  suspender  of  the  normal  width  designed  to  take  a 
ribbon  1|  in.  wide  (as  first  issued  either  late  in  1846  or  early  in  1847,  for  the  Sutlej 
Medal  or  the  Meritorious  Medal — records  do  not  show  which  was  actually  manu¬ 
factured  first),  and  with  impressed  naming  in  small  seriffed  capitals,  similar  to  the 
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M.G.S.  Medal  but  smaller  and  more  closely  spaced.  In  order  to  find  out  something 
more  about  this  medal,  I  visited  the  Royal  Norfolk  Regiment  Museum  at  Norwich 
(and  I  must  here  acknowledge  the  very  kind  assistance  given  by  Major  G.  Cripps, 
the  Curator).  Here  they  have  forty  or  fifty  examples  of  the  Cabul  Medal  to  the 
9th  Foot,  including  several  of  the  regina  medals.  Nearly  all  the  vindex  medals 
are  engraved  in  the  style  usual  to  the  regiment— large,  rather  crude  capitals,  with  a 
“  star  ”  at  each  end.  Some  have  scroll  suspenders  substituted  for  the  original 
steel  clip  and  straight  steel  bar,  but  in  every  case  one  could  see  the  marks,  by  the  claw, 
where  the  original  steel  clip  had  bitten  into  the  flan  of  the  medal.  All  the  regina 
medals  have  a  scroll  suspender — some  widened  to  take  the  wider  “  eastern  sunrise  ” 
ribbon — but  none  had  the  marks  left  by  a  steel  clip,  thus  giving  (like  my  example) 
the  impression  that  they  were  fitted  when  issued.  Furthermore  none  of  these 
medals  was  engraved  in  the  usual  style  of  the  vindex  medals;  some  were  impressed 
like  mine;  one  was  impressed  in  the  same  style  but  more  widely  spaced,  while  two 
were  impressed  w'ith  the  same  type  of  letters  as  the  Sutlej  Medal;  one  was  engraved 
in  small  seriffed  capitals,  while  another  which  had  running  script  engraving  (like 
some  of  the  Army  of  India  Medals  to  natives)  could  not  be  positively  identified  as  a 
REGINA  medal,  as  it  showed  the  rev.^  and  was  in  a  frame  which  could  not  be  easily 
opened,  but  it  had  a  scroll  suspender  with  no  sign  of  a  previous  steel  clip. 

There  seems  to  be  no  doubt  that  the  original  medals  were  issued  unnamed  (and 
quite  a  number  are  found  thus),  and  were  then  named — engraved  or  impressed — 
probably  under  regimental  arrangements,  as  each  regiment  seems  to  have  its  own 
style  or  styles;  some  styles  are  common  to  more  than  one  regiment,  and  this  is  pro¬ 
bably  due  to  several  regiments  being  stationed  in  the  same  district  and  using  the 
same  local  engraver.  But  most  later  medals — China  1842,  Sutlej,  etc. — were  named 
before  issue,  and  it  would  seem  likely  that  late  issues  of  the  Afghan  Medal  were 
also  issued  named;  alternatively,  if  they  were  issued  unnamed,  then  because  the 
regiment  had  moved  on  elsewhere,  a  different  engraver  was  used — perhaps  several, 
as  these  late  issues,  almost  certainly  few  in  number,  may  have  been  spread  over  a 
period — and  thus  styles  of  naming  different  from  the  original  have  occurred. 

Much  of  the  above  is  surmise,  possible  and  probable,  and  thus  there  is  no  actual 
proof  that  these  regina  medals  are  late  issues,  but  I  would  submit  that  there  seems 
to  be  a  very  good  case  for  thinking  this  to  be  true.  Certainly  I,  for  one,  do  not 
agree  with  some  collectors  who  have  held  that  they  are  suspect  because  the  naming 
and  suspension  are  quite  different  from  the  usual  vindex  medals.  Admittedly  my 
researches  have  related  to  only  one  regiment,  and  it  would  be  interesting  to  hear  if 
any  collectors  have  investigated  this  question  in  respect  of  medals  to  other  regiments.

Roman  Republican  Plated  Denarii.  In  the  course  of  two  recent  articles  in  the  Bulletin, 
touching  on  this  subject,  Mr.  L.  R.  Laing  makes  a  number  of  mistakes,  which  I  list. 

Com  Production  in  the  Ancient  World.  December  1962: 

Denarii  serrati  were  serrated  before  the  process  of  striking  was  carried  out  and  not  after 
(Sydenham  Coinage  of  the  Roman  Republic,  xlii). 

It  is  impossible  to  produce  a  silver-plated  coin  by  immersion  in  any  sort  of  bath,  since  the 
implement  used  to  extract  it  inevitably  leaves  a  mark.  The  plated  flans  from  which  denarii 
were  struck  were  made  by  covering  the  bronze  with  thin  sheet  silver,  sealed  round  the  edges 
of  the  coins. 

Roman  Republican  Plated  Denarii.  February  1963: 

Pliny  XXXIII,  41  does  not  attribute  the  introduction  of  plating  to  a  tribune  Livius  Drusus. 

If  the  passage  refers  to  plating  at  all,  it  states  only  that  M.  Livius  Drusus  established  that  a 
certain  proportion  of  denarii  should  be  plated.  For  all  that  Pliny  tells  us,  earlier  Roman 
practice  might  have  been  to  plate  a  larger  proportion,  a  smaller  proportion  or  none  at  all.  | 
The  last  possibility  is  excluded  by  the  fact  that  plated  pieces  survive  from  almost  every  Roman 
issue  of  silver  during  the  Republic,  see  below. 

An  issue  of  Roman  didrachms  at  Ostia  is  a  fantasy  of  Mattingly. 

Plating  and  debasement  of  coinage  are  two  different  things  and  should  be  kept  distinct. 

The  literary  evidence  for  debasement  of  the  Roman  silver  coinage  during  the  Second 
Punic  War  is  Zonaras  VIII,  26.  The  debased  quadrigati  which  survive  are  clearly  the  coins 
referred  to  by  Zonaras  and  thus  official  products  of  the  mint,  not  forgeries. 

A  plated  denarius  of  P.  Sula  is  neither  unique  nor  particularly  interesting.  The  L.  A. 
Lawrence  collection  of  plated  coins,  now  in  the  British  Museum,  contains  several  specimens, 
as  well  as  plated  examples  from  the  majority  of  the  issues  of  silver  during  the  Republic. 
Roman  Republican  plated  denarii  are  certainly  ancient  (they  occur  in  hoards)  and  probably 
official  products  of  the  mint,  in  contrast  to  those  of  Imperial  date. 

Sydenham’s  date  for  P.  Sula  is  much  too  low. 

A  denarius  was  not  a  didrachm,  but  two-thirds  of  a  didrachm.  Later,  reduced  denarii 
were  regarded  as  the  equivalent  of  a  drachm. 

Since  the  tariffing  of  the  denarius  was  a  matter  of  public  knowledge  and  the  plating  of  the 
denarius  was  intended  to  remain  undetected,  it  is  clearly  impossible  for  the  proportion  of 
plated  pieces  issued  to  have  been  taken  into  account  in  fixing  the  tariffing  of  the  denarius  (on 
the  retariffing  of  the  denarius,  see  Buttrey  A.N.S.  Mus.  N.  1957;  62-63). 

There  is  no  such  thing  as  the  Social  War  of  the  Gracchi.  The  Social  War  was  fought 
some  thirty  years  after  the  death  of  the  younger  Gracchus. — M.  H.  Crawford. 

A  Sixteenth  Century  Hoard  from  Collin,  near  Dumfries.  I  enclose  a  press  cutting 
for  your  Bulletin.  I  may  add  that  the  gold  coins  are  of  particular  interest — only  one  is 
Scottish,  an  Abbey  Crown  of  Mary  Queen  of  Scots — the  remainder  being  ecus  d’or  of  Francis  I  | 
of  France,  perhaps  indicative  of  the  close  relationship  then  existing  between  these  two  countries. 
The  silver  is  Scottish  and  English,  and  the  remainder  Scottish  billon  of  James  V  and  Mary. — 
W.  F.  Cormak. 

Twenty-five-year-old  Eric  Beck,  of  Summerhill,  Dumfries,  literally  caused  a  shower  of 
“  pennies  from  heaven  ”  yesterday  afternoon.  Operating  a  mechanical  shovel  in  a  sand  pit 
at  Rigghead,  Collin,  he  saw  an  earthenware  jar  fall  from  his  shovel  and  scatter  hundreds  of 
coins  into  the  sand. 

Eric  and  a  fellow  worker,  James  Burnie,  stopped  operations  and  searched  in  the  sand. 
There  were  nine  gold  coins  and  about  450  silver  coins  of  the  same  period  in  the  pile.  The 
men  handed  their  find  to  their  employers  who  contacted  Mr.  A.  E.  Truckeil,  curator  of  the 
Dumfries  Burgh  Museum.  He  estimated  that  the  treasure  trove  belonged  to  the  late  1530’s 
or  the  early  1540’s.  The  earthenware  jar,  said  Mr.  Truckeil,  came  from  a  Dumfries  kiln 
and  appeared  to  have  had  a  horn-shaped  stopper. 

The  collection  is  classed  as  treasure  trove  and  will  be  taken  to  the  Scottish  National 
Museum.  It  is  believed  that  though  the  coins  are  of  considerable  monetary  value  they  are  not 
extremely  rare  and  there  will  be  examples  of  them  in  national  museums. — Dumfries  &  Galloway 
Standard,  \0th  August.
